She Fett Ha- 
Kodate on'the morning of Thursday, the 9th 
instant, and aa there wasa heavy north-west 
gale blowing at the time, the steamer took a 
course further off shore than usndl. About 
one “o’olock on Thursday afternoon, when 
twenty miles from nearest land, a fisherman’s 
creel was noticed floating alongside, and 
shortly afterwarda a boat was sighted, floating 
bottom up, with seven mon clinging toher sides 
and keel. Captain Moore immediately hore 
down for them, and as it was impossible to 
launch a boat in the heavy sea then running, 
men were stationed-in various parts of the 
steamer, with lines round their waists, ready 
to jump overboard and resoue the unfor~ 
tunute people, The vessel, however, round- 
ed to. sufliciently olose to enable ropes to be 
thrown on to the wreck, and one of the poor 
fellows not being so much exhausted as the 
others, succeeded in making fast the line 
round himself and companions, They werg’ 
then hauled safely on board, Six of the 
number were so exhausted and their Hmbs 
and hands stiffened with cold, that, when 
brought on board they ‘still held in_their 
grasp portions of the boat to.which they had

M. Du Boreuil, in a work on pruning and 
training fruit trees, published in. France, 
lays down the|following rulea based on tho 
cundetueatal principles underlying the whole 
method : 


1, The permanency of form in trained trees ‘ 


is dependent on tho equal diffusion of sap.- 
2, Prune the strong branches “short, but 
| allow the weak ones to grow long. 
3. Depress the sttong parts of the tres, 
and elovate the weak branches, 


4, Suppress the useless buds on the strong. 


Parts as soon as possible, and as late,as pos- 
sible on the weak parts: 

5. Nail up the strong parts very carly and 
very close to the wall. : : 

6, Delay nailing the weak parts as long 
a8 possible, 

7, Buppress a number of the leaves on the 
atrong side, and leave them on the weak side. 

8. Allow as large a quantity of fruit as 
Possiblo'on tho strong side, and suppress 
all upon the weak side. a 

9, Bring forward tho weak side from the 
wall and keep the strong side to it. 

10, Thé gap’ develops the branches much 
more vigotously upon a branch out short 
than upon one left long, pare 

11, The more the sap is retarded In its 
circulation, the less wood and the more fruit 
buds will peal p al pe 

12, To retard excessive growth, either, 
during Autumn, root-prune or remove the 
trees, or in the spring expose the roots to 
the sun, and keep manure and water fom 
them ; retarding the excessive vigor of the 
tree leads to its fruit-bearing. 

13, Keep the fruit as far as possible yer- 
tioal, and their stoma lowermoat, i 

14. Let the leaves lap over the fruit till 
nearly ripe, when the light as well as heat 
maust be allowed to boar on tho fruit,
